North Avenue 55 Tile: A band of Tongva people called the Hahamog'na 
inhabited what is now called Highland Park for several thousand years, 
fishing for trout along the streambanks, and living peacefully in villages 
up and down the Arroyo Seco. The first Hahamog'na settlement is found 
at the edge of Millard Canyon at Hahamog'na watershed and 
Archaeological Park. Courtesy of Autry National Center. 


North Avenue 57 Tile: Established in 1891, J.P. Stockdale's general 
store was the first to open in what is now considered the main Figueroa 
Street business district in Highland Park. One year later, it became the 
first functioning Post Office in Highland Park. Courtesy of Los Angeles 
Public Library. 


North Avenue 59 Tile: The Garibaldina MB Society Clubhouse, located 
at at 4533 North Figueroa Street, has served as the gathering place for 
the Italian-American community of Los Angeles since 1877. Courtesy 

of Italian American Museum of Los Angeles 


North Avenue 56 Tile: Rosalio Munoz was an important figure in the 
Chicano empowerment movement in Highland Park during the 1960s and 
1970s. Courtesy of Rosalio Munoz and George Rodriguez. 


North Avenue 58 Tile: The Lummis House, also known as El Alisal, was 
built with arroyo stone by Charles Fletcher Lummis in the late 19th 
century. Today, the property is a Los Angeles Historic-Cultural Monument 

and on the list of the National Register of Historic Places. Courtesy of Los

Roselawn Place Tile: In 1909, a hotel was built on the summit of Mount 
Washington, leading to the construction of an incline railway station to 
transport people from Avenue 43 and Marmion Way to the hotel. 

The incline railway encouraged the residential development of Mount

South Avenue 54 Tile: The Southwest Museum of the American Indian - 
a museum, library, and archive - was opened in 1907 with support from 
city leaders and Charles Fletcher Lummis. The museum moved from 
Downtown Los Angeles to its current location in Mt. Washington in 1914, 
and has been there ever since. The museum overlooks Charles Lummis' 
home.

South Avenue 58 Tile: The Sunbeam Theater in Highland Park, 
considered a cinema treasure, was designed by A. Lawrence Valk and 
built in 1914. The theatre was 

once located at 5722 North Figueroa Street . Courtesy of Los Angeles 
Public Library 


South Avenue 59 Tile: Two trollies along North Figueroa Street and 
Avenue 57 in 1906, looking north. In 1895, the Pasadena Street Railroad 
Electric Line merged with the Los Angeles Electric Railway to form the 
Pasadena and Los Angeles Railway. This line ran from downtown through 
Highland Park and Garvanza to Pasadena and back. That same year, 
Highland Park was annexed to the City of Los Angeles and established 
one of the city's first suburbs. Courtesy of LosAngeles Public Library 


South Avenue 53 Tile: The GlenMary Archway at Sycamore Grove Park 
was originally built in 1903 as a stop for the red car of the Pacific Electric 
Trolley.
